Officials of the shop crafts as­ 
serted that the order would have 
no effect on continuance of the 
strike. 
‘T he strike will continue until 
a satisfactory settlem ent has been 
reached,” Secretary Scott 
said. 
W. II. Johnston, president of the 
International Association of Ma­ 
chinists said that leaders will not 
abute 
their 
efforts to m ake the 
strik e effective. 
W hile Mr. Daugherty, Black­ 
burn Esterline, his assistant and 
C harles Clyne, United States dis­ 
trict attorney, all refused to com ­ 
m ent on the possible effect of the 
injunction Mr; Daugherty said his 
fu tu re moves will be governed en­ 
tirely by the action of the persons 
enjoined. 
In his presentation before the 
court, 
Mr. Daugherty reviewed 
the efforts at mediation particu ­ 
larly President Hardings attem pts 
to end the strike. 
He called at­ 
tention to the fact that the rail­ 
road labor board is an agency of 
tb s government an d that the pres­ 
ident issued a proclamation call­ 
ing upon the strikers to retu rn to 
w ork, obey the hoards decisions, 
and not interfere with the tra n s ­ 
portation service os Arith the men 
w illing to enter or continuo in 
service. 
T he defendants in refusing to 
accept the labor boards decision 
cuttin g wages, he said, have “ re­ 
pudiated the labor hoard and its 
auth o rity 
and 
holds the labor 
board and the government of the 
United States in contem pt.”

WASHINGTON, Sept. I.— Re­ 
gardless of th e injunction issuing 
at Chicago today, the American 
Federation of Labor will continue 
to raise funHs and supplies in aid 
of strikers, its president. Samuel 
Gompers, declared tonight 
and 
will seek every way to help them 
to bring about ’an honorable ad­ 
justm ent” of their controversy. 
Mr. Gompers declared the in­ 
junction 
w as “ outrageous” and 
“an invasion of the constitutional 
rights 
of 
workingmen,” 
and 
should be so regarded. 
The fed­ 
eration’s view', he said, w’as as 
expressed on previous occasions, 
that injunctions invading consti­ 
tutional rig hts should be treated 
as “scraps of paper.” 
The next 
regularly quarterly 
meeting of the executive council 
is scheduled to be held September 
9. 
Mr. Gompers said he would 
plane 
before Orb council 
then, 
purely as a matter 
of 
routine 
business, th e more than 200 com­ 
munications he had received from 
union locals and other labor or­ 
ganizations requesting the federa­ 
tion to sponsor a general strike 
in sympathy with the shopmen. 
Officials of the federation ex­ 
plained that it was not within the 
authority of the council to or­ 
der. or even authorize a general 
strike. 
This. they said w>ould re ­ 
quire a national convention. 
Considering the injunction, Mr. 
Gompers declared it represented 
ursupation of power by courts, 
and asserted the federation wrould 
continue supporting 
th e 
strike 
with money and aid. 
The injunction, he said, "might 
be stirring up a h o rn e t’s nest,” 
instead of pacifying th e existing 
unsettlem ent, “ because there are 
other railroad workers the train ­ 
men, the telegraphers, the main­ 
tenance of way men. who may 
now become interested.”

matter, and that It took a long 
period of residence there to come 
Into any accurate ' understanding 
of Turkish character.

ture of people and the American 
found contrary to his original be­ 
lief, that the mere wearing of a 
red fez did not prove a Turk.

The speaker,

the characteristics of thf*Turks, 
said that out in the country lead 
Ing peasant lives the Turks im 
press one as harmless, gently and 
hospitable.

some spirit of partisanship will 
turn this gentle mild creature in­ 
to a wild savage without feeling. 
Based on his observance. Pro­ 
fessor Dewing did not hesitate to 
express the belier that tile Turk 
should he limited to Asia, that 
they have no place in Europe.
